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On  April  22  the  Board  of  Selectmen  issued  the  Warrant  for  the  Town 
Meeting  to  be  held  on  May  6  and  the  Town  Election  on  May  1 3.  The 
complete  text  of  the  Warrant  is  printed  below.  It  sets  forth  the 
proposed  expenditure  budget  for  the  Town's  Fiscal  Year  ending  in  July 
2003.  As  expected,  the  biggest  single  expenditure  is  Sheffield's  share 
of  the  Southern  Berkshire  Regional  School  District  Operating  Budget  at 
$3,914634.  Notable  features  include  the  4%  excise  tax  on  rooms  in 
hotels,  motels  and  inns  and  the  Small  Town  Road  Assistance  Program 
(STRAP)  grant,  to  potentially  help  fund  the  Town  Green  project.  STRAP 
grants  are  open  to  towns  with  populations  under  3,500.

(Democrat).   He  has  served  on  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  since  1971,  with  the  exception  of  one 
term  when  he  was  defeated  in  an  election.  Kirchner 
graduated  from  Searles  High  School  in  Gt. 
Barrington  in  1944  and  moved  to  Sheffield  after 
spending  two  years  in  the  U.S.  Army.  He  was  a 
special  police  officer  and  is  currently  the  sanitation 
inspector  for  the  Board  of  Health.  He  helped 
organize  Sheffield's  first  Boy  Scout  Troop  and 
belongs  to  the  VFW  and  the  American  Legion  where 
he  is  a  lifetime  member.  Kirchner  has  been  married 
for  54  years  and  has  four  adult  children  and  eight 
grand  and  great-grand  children.  He  and  his  wife, 
Marge,  used  to  manage  the  Village  Luncheonette  and 
later  the  Sheffield  Package  Store  and  through  the 
years  he  has  worked  in  construction,  primarily  as  a 
mason.  He  is  now  semi-retired. 

In  the  next  three  years,  Kirchner  would  like  to 
work  toward  finishing  the  town  center,  Berkshire 
School  Road  and  County  Road  projects;  applying  to 
the  state  to  replace  the  bridge  on  Old  Joe  Road;  and 
auctioning  off  the  land  owned  by  the  town  for  non- 
payment of  taxes.
